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DETAILED ACTION 
Response to Arguments 

1. Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 1-11 have been considered but are moot in 
view of the new ground(s) of rejection. 

Response to Remarks 

2. In reply to the applicant's request regarding the Hieda reference, the examiner 
respectfully disagrees with the applicant and further states that Hieda does teach all the 
limitations of the claim. 

One of ordinary skill in the art would know that that the "W" in Figure 2B of Hieda is a 
colorless filter (without color filtering) and occupies X A of the sensor. There are 28 W's 
and 28 R's and B's. The examiner interprets "aperture windows" as a device that allows 
light to pass. W is the apertures window in the Hieda reference, and thus read on the 
substantially Vz of the filter space.. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC §102 

3. The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S. C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 

A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

4. Claims l-5 3 and 7-10 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hieda 
(US 5,307,159) as cited in previous office action and response to remarks listed above, 

5. Claim 1 1 rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Hieda (US 5,307,159). 
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Hieda discloses an image-sensing device having an array of image sensors and a filter 
structure disposed in relation to the image sensors, the filter structure comprising blocks 
of filter groups (Figure 2A), each group having a combination of one or more first color 
filter areas (Figure 2 A) adapted so as to allow light to pass there through one or more 
areas comprising apertured windows adapted so as to allow light to pass there through 
onto corresponding image sensors without color filtering (Figure 2A "W"), wherein said 
apertured windows occupy substantially half of the filter space in a block of the filter 
structure, and wherein second color filters are disposed across the apertured windows 
which correct for the influence of the first color filters thereby yielding direct luminance 
measurements (Column 1, Line 60 through Column 2, Line 22; Column 3, Lines 35-48; 
Column 4, Line 56 through Column 5, Line 50). 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 103 

6. The following is a quotation of 35 U.S.C. 103(a) which forms the basis for all 
obviousness rejections set forth in this Office action: 

(a) A patent may not be obtained though the invention is not identically disclosed or described as set forth in 
section 102 of this title, if the differences between the subject matter sought to be patented and the prior art are 
such that the subject matter as a whole would have been obvious at the time the invention was made to a person 
having ordinary skill in the art to which said subject matter pertains. Patentability shall not be negatived by the 
manner in which the invention was made. 

7. Claim 6 is rejected under 35 U.S.C. 103(a) as being unpatentable over Hieda (US 
5,307,159) in view of Juenger (US 5,778,106) as cited in the precious office action.
